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“Bud” Love Passes — 


Injuries Prove Fatal 


Fatally injured in a car tip 
over just at the west edge of 
the town on Sunday evening 
Andrew “Bud” Love, aged 56, 
succumbed to injuries in the 
St. Michael’s Hospital shortly 
after 6 a.in. Wednesday morn¬ 
ing, never regaining full con¬ 
sciousness following the accid¬ 
ent. 

With Lloyd Dahl, driver of 
the light Ford runabout, the 
two had been driving about the 
low’ll during the afternoon and 
had been cut to Dahl’s farm 
about one mile south of town. 
Returning, jus*. after seven p. 
m., thev approached the Cor¬ 
ner at Mayor P. W. Cope’s farm 
just on the outskirts of town, 
and wlve n they attempted the 
turn into town, the car went 
out of control, and turned ovc. 
once and a half, demolishing 
the fabric top & bows smash¬ 
ing one wheel, and coming t ' 
ret on its side with the injured 
man pinned underneath the 
running board. 

Mayor Cope, who was at his 
place was the first on the 
scene, running over immediat¬ 
ely after the tin over, and as¬ 
sisting to remove both men 
from the wreckage. Tie render¬ 
ed first aid, and “Bud” was 
sent at once to Lethbridge, 
suffering concussion and hemni- 


horage of the brain and inter¬ 
nal injuries. Lloyd Dahl suffered 
some broken ribs and a small 
cut and bruise on the side of 
his head, but after first aid 
treatment, lie was able to go 
home, and aside from the shak 
ing up and the soreness he feels 
little the worse physically for 
his experience. 

Little hope wa s held out for 
“Bud” Love from the verv be¬ 
ginning. and his two sisters 
Mrs. Honnie Nalder and Mrs. 
L. L. Palmer were at the bed¬ 
side constantly. All dav Tues¬ 
day and during that night he 
continually grew weaker, and 
passed a wav Wednesday morn¬ 
ing. Funeral services will lie 
held in the 2nd Ward Chanel 
on Saturday at 1 p.m. with 
the 2nd Ward .Bishopric in 
charge. We extend our sympa 
thy to the sorrowing relatives 
in their sad bereavement. 

Deceased was horn in Nephi 
Utah, and camp to Canada with 
his parents in 1902 and has re¬ 
sided in Raymond ever since. 
Ho was a plumber bv trade and 
in following his profession was 
known to everyone, and was 
always liked bv those who. kn-iw 
him. Tie was quiet, unassuming 
^nd friendly to all and bi° 
cheery greeting will b P missed 
by everyone He was unmarried.

I SAVING 


There are many monuments 
to the memory ol the heroes & 
heroines who gave their lives 
for tlie cause ol freedom and 
democracy in the first world 
war but the majestic shrine 
which has been named alter 
nurse Edith CaveU is perhaps 
the most inspiring of them ad. 
Beautiful Mount Euitn Cavell 
in Jasper National Park will 
keep alive the memory of that 
courageous woman as long as 
the heroic exploits of the men 
and women who thwarted the 
Gem&n bid for world dominat¬ 
ion & quarter of a century ago 
are recalled. 

The story of nurse Edith 
Cavell is known to almost every 
school boy and girl in the Eng 
lish and French speaking world. 
In the grey dawn of an October 
morning in 1915 this kindly 
woman was taken from her 
prison cell to face a German 
firing squad. Her “crime” had 
been that although she was liv¬ 
ing in enemy-occupied country, 
she remained loyal to her own 
people and concealed a number 
of British soldiers who were 
being pursued by the German 
“gestapo” of that day. There 
are many nurse Cavells in the 
present conflict who will draw 
courage and inspiration from 
the example set bv one of their 
number who put the interest 
of her country before her own 
personal safety although she 
must have known full well the 
price which German ruthless- 
ncss would exact for her pat¬ 
riotism.

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WEEKLY LETTER 
WINTER WHEAT 

In the early years of wheat 
growing in Southern Alberta 
winter wheat was a very im¬ 
portant crop. This was due 
largely to the fact that variet¬ 
ies of spring wheat grown at 
that time were late in ripening. 
About 1911 losses were quite 
severe from a cause thot to be 
eel worm damage, and this tend 
ed to discourage farmers from 
growing winter wheat. Since 
that time the acreage devoted to 
it has been greatlv reduced. 
From observaions in recent 
years it is now apparent that 
root rot was the cause of the 
original trouble. Experience 
has shown that this damage 
from root rot can be avoided to 
a great extent* by not seeding 
ton earlv in the fall. Results 
obtained at the Lethbrdige Ex¬ 
perimental Station indicate that 
as near the first of September 
as possible is the best time for 
seeding this crop. 

Winter wheat has been grown 
at the Lethbridge Station ever 
since it was established in 1907. 
In comparing the results obtain 
ed with winter wheat over « 
neriod of years, it is found that 
the average yield of winter 
wheat over a twenty-five vear 
period has been 26.2 bushels 
*per acre, as compared with a 
yield of 25.0 bushels per acre 
for spring wheat. Both crops 
were sown on summer-fallowed 
land in all seasons. There was 
only one vear in this period 
when winter wheat was consid¬ 
ered a total failure. In that sea¬ 
son the plot was sown to spring 
wheat and the vield of spring 
wheat is included in this av¬ 
erage. 

For the past fifteen years a 
test plot has been conducted in 
cooperation with the United 


point. Winter killing is much 
less liable to occur when the 
crop is sown in stubble, but 
when sown on summer-fallow 
the vield is naturally consider¬ 
ably higher provided the wintev 
has not proved sufficiently sev¬ 
ere to cause much damage. 

Experiments on rates of seed 
ing have show n that one bushel 
per acre is the be*. 4 . rate for 
seeding on dry land, and it 
should be remembered that it is 
just as important to treat win¬ 
ter wheat for smut as it is to 
treat spring wheat. As men¬ 
tioned above, sowing should be 
done as near the first week in 
September as possible for best 

results. 


DEPARTMENT OF AGRIC¬ 
ULTURE NOTES 

WHEN TO HARVEST FOR¬ 
AGE CROPS FOR SEED 

Each year losses occur in the 
harvesting of forage cron seeds 
because of failure to cut at the 
proper time. Although exper¬ 
ience is necessary to determine 
the correct time to harvest foi 
age crop for seed, a few sug¬ 
gestions may prove helpful in 
overcoming serious losses . 

Thr various crops differ \vi<l 
ly in their ability to bold seed 
after reaching maturity, some 
shattering readily when ripe, 
while others may be left stand 
ing for some time beyond the 
proper date of cutting without 
much loss. 

Of the two general types of 
forage crops, grasses and leg¬ 
umes. the former is more sub¬ 
ject to shattering than the 
latter. Therefore, greater can. 
is required i n determining the 
time to harvest most grasses. 

Crested Wheat Grass drops its 
seeds quite readily after mat- 


enough to break. 

Brome resists shattering to a 
greater degree than Crested 
Wheat Grass. Harvesting 
should begin when the stem 
has turned brown on P or two 
inches dow n from the head. 

Timothy is a glass that shaft 
ers quite readily when mature 
and therefore, should be cut 
l>efore it is dead ripe. It is con 
sidered ready to cut when the 
seeds are in the firm dou^ii 
stage. 

Western Rye rass should bo 
cut before it is completely ripe 
and when the heads are still 
showing „ greenish coloration. 

As previously mentioned le¬ 
gumes do not shatter as readily 
as the glasses. Alfalfa is con¬ 
sidered ready for cutting when 
about three-quarters of the 
pods have turned dark brown. 
Altaswede and Alsike can be 
harvested when the heads have 
turned dark brown. Sweet clov¬ 
er presents a more difficull 
problem with respect to time 
of cutting as rip P seeds anti 
flowers mav be found on the 
same plant. A tim P must there 
fore be chosen when about one 
halt of th P seed pods have turn 
ed dark brown. 

CONTROL OF ANTS 

Ants are bothersome insects 
to the owners of lawns i n this 
province. The earth excavated 
in tunnelling renders lawns un¬ 
even and their presence around 
buildings is most annoving. 

The entrance to the nest must 
firs* be located to eiTeet control 
as destruction of ants elsewhere 
is of little avail. 

The use of gas is recommend¬ 
ed. Carbon bisulphide is best. It 
is a liquid which turns to gas 
when poured on the ground. 

Push a slick into the centre 
of the nest about 4 inches and 
rotate it until a 2 inch hole is 
made. Pou v 1 tablespoonful of 
carbon bisulphide into the hole, 
then plug it with damp earth. 
The gas will work downward 
into the nest and exterminate 
the ants. B P very careful of the 
carbon bisulphide and do not 
spill it on the grass. 

When ants invade the dwell¬ 
ing. a little sodium fluoride 
sprinkled on the floor thev 
cross will destroy them.

SOYBEANS 

The production of soybeans 
has increased at a remarkable 
rate in the United States during 
the oast few years, the acreage 
there being 4,961,000 i n 1940, 
yielding 80 million bushels of 
lieans. The present market price 
in the United States is around 
$1.30 a bushel and the govern¬ 
ment has virtually guaranteed 
a misimum price of $ 1.00 a 
bushel. 

There has beem some soybeans 
planting on a small scale in 
Western Canada for several 
Years. In Alberta soybeans have 
been grow n mostly in the irri¬ 
gated districts. The biggest 
question is that the growing 
season is rather short fo r the 
l>eans, but new' varieties that 
have been developed have earlv- 
ripening tendencies. It is claim¬ 
ed that thev will mature in from 
108 to 110 days. Included in 
these varieties are: Manitoba 
Brown. Pagoda. Mandarin and 
Capott. 

Soybeans came out of China, 
and principally Manchuria, 
where the soybean acreage is 
larger than any other crop. 
They are valuable as food, being 
high in protein, for their heavy 
oil yielding, and for their use¬ 
fulness in the manufacture of 
plastics.
